* Former Belle Glade City Manager Lomax Har- 
+ relle turned himself in last Thursday evening after 
‘learning there was a warrant out for his arrest. Har- 
‘rele, 61, who now lives in LaBelle, is charged with 
‘ official misconduct in an ongoing investigation into 
+ city theft. 

+ Harrelle is the third top city official in Belle Glade 
7 to be arrested in the past eight weeks for allegedly 
‘taking city property for his personal use. Police say 
“he also used city employees to do work on his per- 
sonal property and for a business he owns. 

` The arrests began Aug. 5 when Sanitation Direc- 
stor Danny Perez was charged with grand theft after 
an investigation of rhissing,tires at the sanitation 
department. 

During the investigation, police found that Perez 
had used $2,000 of city-purchased sheet metal to 
make repairs on tracts owned by T & R Trucking, 
Inc. He later confessed to taking home a $200 tool- 
„yax ownéd by the city and other city equipment was 
found at his residence in Belle Glade. 
relle was listed at the official agent of T & R Truck- 

+ ing, Inc. and his wife, Susan, was listed as the pres- 
ident and treasurer of the company. Pérez's- wife, 
Paula, was listed as vice president and secretary. 

“The day after Perez was arrested, former Public 
Services Director Gene Simmons resigned. Harrelle 
resigned shortly thereafter, agreeing with Mayor 
Steve Weeks that he should do so. 


' Paula Perez was put on paid administrative 


leave after her husband arrest. She went back tò 
work for the city Sept. 14. 


‘Simmons was charged with grand theft on Aug... 


26 after a search of his Wellington home turned up 
numerous items belonging to’ the City of Belle 
Glade. 
Simmons admitted to Police Chief and Acting 
City Manager Michael Miller on Aug. 5 that he had

“from petty cash. He returned city-built tables and a 
lawn mower soon after his resignation, before the 
search of his home.

Encephalitis 
mosquitos on 
the prowl 


Six sentinel chickens were confirmed positive 
for St. Louis Encephalitis virus (SLE). Three lo- 
cations were found with positive readings in 
Canal Point, two in Belle Glade and one in West 
Palm Beach, The total number of confirmed 
SLE positive sentinel chickens for this year is 
eight, with the other two-occurring in late Au- 
gust in west Boca Raton and West Palm Beach 

No confirmed human cases of SLE disease 
have been reported in Florida. Rainfall, envi- 
ronmental conditions and seasonal weather pat- 
terns are favorable-for-Culex nigripalpus mos- 


- quito populations throughout Palm Beach 


County. Officials expect the number of mosqui- 
tos to go up in numbers due to the standing wa- 
ter left by the rains. The water becomes perfect 
breeding grounds for the mosquitos. Palm 
Beach County Mosquito Control is carefully 
monitoring mosquito populations. throughout 
the county and increasing mosquito control ac- 
tivities. 

Sentinel chickens are used to detect and con- 
firn? the mosquito-borne transmission of SLE in 
the focal Kataralefivironment. Other local fac- 
tors such as the type and number of mosquitoes, 
rainfall patterns and environmental conditions 
are also utilized to predict conditions where the 
risk of SLE disease to humans'is heightened. 

No official medical alert about SLE has been 
issued by the Florida Department of Health or 
the Palm Beach County Health Department at 
this time. However the Health. Department is 
urging precautions locally for county residents 
and visitors (especially the elderly) who engage 
in outdoor activities during dusk to dawn peri- 
ods. So far there have not been any human cas- 
es and not enough infected chickens to call a full 
alert as officials did last year. But if one person 
becomes infected with the Encephalitis virus 
there will be an automatic alert by county SE 
cials.

These. projects arè 
included in the South Florida 
Water Management District’s 
1998 Land Acquisition and 
Management Plan. 

It includes all the individual 
projects planned which cover 
the district’s-16-county area. 

* Southern Glades, 

The Southern Glades project 
is located. in South Dade 
County, east of Everglades 
National Park and adjacent to 

“ the Model Lands Basin imme- 
` diately to the east. The project 
will benefit the flow of water 
into Everglades National Park 
and Northeast Florida Bay. 

. The area covers 37,620 acres 
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and the district has acquired 
nearly 31,000 of those acres. 

The district plans to use the 
property to provide sufficient 
good quality. water to support 
plans to restore the ecological 
functions of Everglades 
National Park and Florida 
Bay. This area also serves as a 
recharge area for the Biscayne 
Aquifer and is important in 
maintaining a barrier to salt- 
water intrusion. 

The natural communities 
within the property are in 
good condition, except .the 
transitional area adjacent to. 
the agricultural fields: That 
area -is heavily infested with 
exotic vegetation. The’ district 
intends to maintain the quali- 
ty of these communities by 
continuing with prescribed 
burns, exotic plant control and 
security programs.

Although the 
ditching is extensive, it is eas- 
ily correctable through earth- 
en ditch plugs. 

‘The property is over-grazed 


and could benefit from an eco- 
logical grazing plan. 
Prescribed burning * and 
exotic control will continue to 
be management needs. Ditch 
plugging will be extensive and 
time consuming, but a rela- 
tively easy undertaking.

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Almanac was issuing weather 
forecafts 68 years before the 
formation\!-of tbe" National 
Weather Service." So,’ these 
folks generally know what they 
are talking about, particularly 
when one considers the 
Almanac's 75 percent aceuracy 
rate. S 

Yet, even the venerable Old 
Farmer’s Almanac was done in 
by-the El Niño:

“The period from November 
through March will be milder 
than normal with near-normal 
precipitation,” says the 
Almanac’s forecast for 
California." The Golden State 
suffered through» its wettest 
winter in history. 

It was not a good year for the 
Old Farmer's Almanac but, as 
fans ‘of the Chicago Cubs like 
to. ep there is always next 
year. 

Next year arrived this week 
as the publishers of “North 
America’s Oldest Continuously 
Published Periodical” issued 
their forecasts for 1998-99. 

Using a secret formula 
devised by the founder of the 
Almanac and enhanced by the. 
mbst modern scientific calcula- 
tions, the Almanac predicts a 


dry, mild winter for Florida. 
“Temperatures from 
November through March will 
average ‘near normal, with 
below-normal rainfall,” says 


, the Almanac. Look for contin- 


ued dry weather through 
spring with cooler than aver- 
age temperatures expected in 
April. 

Next year’s hurricane season 
could be quite active, according 
to the Almanac. “A hurricane is) 
possible the second week of 
September, 1999,” predicts the 
Almanac. 

Meanwhile, the rest of the 
country is in for big changes 
this winter. The Almanac fore- 
casts’ colder-than-normal ‘tém- 
peratures over much of the 
nation, along with above-nor- 
mal snowfall iñ the Northeas 
and the Northwest. 

That. forecast also fits the 
prediction from the La Niña 
experts. The La Niña, the nick- 
name for the cooler-than-nor- 
mal waters in the Pacific 
Ocean, tends to produce cold, 
white winters across the north- 
ern half of the country and 
warm, dry winters in Florida. 

Consensus of seasonal fore- 
casts doesn’t necessarily mean 
the predictions will be correct, 
but, like chicken soup for 4 
cold, it can’t hurt. 

As the Almanac editors point 
out, “neither we nor anyone 
else has, as yet, gained suffi- 
cient insight into the mysteries 
of the universe to predict ® 
weather with anything resem-

Free permit 
needed for 


bird hunt 


Migratory bird hunters must have a free 
migratory bird permit to hunt ducks, coots, 
woodcock, rails, common moorhen or snipe in 
Florida. 

Sportsmen can obtain the permit by filling out 
a brief questionnaire on the uniyersal hunting 
license application, according to Lt. Jim 
Huffstodt, Everglades public information coordi- 
nator, Florida Game and Fresh Water Fish 
Commission (GFC), 

“The information gathered through the permit 
process will allow the U.S: Fish and Wildlife 
Service (USFWS) to get a better read on the har- 
vest of migratory birds,” he said. “That informa 
tion is important when they determine stason 
lengths, bag limits, and other regulations 

“All those hunting migratory birds in Florida 
must have the migratory bird permit box 
cheéked on their universal license application,” 
he said. 

In addition to the migratory bird permit and 
hunting license, hunters must also have a State 
waterfowl permit/stamp and Federal duck 
stamp to hunt waterfowl in Florida. Sportsmen 
who are exempt from license requirements, are 
exempt from state migratory bird permits. There 
are not exemptions for the Federal stamp,
